Lloyd George, stated in the house of 
common.today Jhat he understood Gen- 
eral J. C. Smuts, the South African 
premier, went to Ireland on Tuesday 
last on invitation of Eamonn DeVal; 
era, the Irish Republican leader. Ask- 
ed whether he had conferred with (Jen- 
era! Smuts before the latter went to 
Ireland-the prime minister replied la- 
conically that he WAS seeing General 
Smuts constenUj. 


In answer to another query, Mr. 


Lloyd George said none of the domin- 
ion premiers would attend the pro- 
posed Irish conference in London, to 
which Mr. DeValera and Sir James 
Craig,

been invited. 


Aside from this statement there was 


virtually nothing today to indicate 
what progress had l>een made by tho
